ST. GEORGE’S HUNDRED, ODESSA, DEL. 


1773 


(Explanatory article accompanying Measured Drawing by V. L. Annis) 


Old Drawyers’ Church stands today as it did one hundred and fifty years ago—alone in the midst of 
well-cultivated farm lands, and immediately surrounded by a spacious churchyard. About three-fourths of a 
mile to the south of this old church is the nearest habitation, the little village of Odessa, Delaware. 


Old Drawyers’ was one of the early Presbyterian churches in this country, and in plan and arrangement 
of some of its elements it is not unlike the village church of Scotland. 


The present building was erected in 1773 on a site which had been purchased in 1710, and where in 
1711 their first house of worship had been built. It measures 52 feet and 8 inches by 41 feet and 6 inches, 
and has brick walls 21 inches thick. 


Since 1865, Old Drawyers’ has not been used for worship. Only once each year is it opened for services, 
the first Sunday in June. To this fact, and to the society called “Friends of Old Drawyers’ ” can we attribute 
the reasons for its perfect state of preservation and its unaltered condition. This society, which was organ- 
ized in 1895 “to care for, repair and preserve the ancient building,” has done its work well. Fortunately 
they have not felt the call to alter or restore a single thing. There has been no need to do so, in fact, for 
there have been but two minor changes made in the building since its original builders finished their work, 
The platform of the pulpit was lowered 19 inches shortly after it was built, and the backs of the pews were 
lowered 8 inches at the same time. 


The exterior has never been touched. An interesting fact to be noted is that the church has had but 
three shingle roofs, the original one in 1773, another replacing it in 1848, and the present one, which was put 
in place during this past summer of 1925. 


The principal entrance is of excellent detail and 
workmanship. The door-opening measures ten feet 
in height and five feet in width. Directly opposite 
this entrance is the pulpit, reached by five steps. 
Both the door and the pulpit are placed on the long 
sides of the church. 


Over the pulpit is a quaint sounding-board which 
projects from the rear wall,and which measures 19 feet 
and 3 inches from the floor to the top of the gilded 
dove which surmounts it. The support of the sound- 
ing-board may be found on the outside of the wall 
in the form of a large anchor plate forged to the 
end of bolts which go through the wall. 


Extending along three sides of the church, nine 
feet from the floor, is a balcony. Here one finds the 
pews unpainted, excellently joined and molded, and 
the panelling secured by wooden pins. ‘The balcony 
front is well panelled, and surmounted by perfect, 
though tiny, Doric columns about eight inches high. 
The balcony is well lighted by an upper tier of win- 
dows. A large proportion of the original glass re- 
mains in all the windows. 


Two windows, each seven feet wide, are placed on 
either side of the pulpit in the rear wall. These win- 
dows not only have the usual shutters on the outside 
but green slat shutters on the inside. The use of the 
small window in the center of the pulpit design adds 
much to the charm of this unusual arrangement. 


The pews of the lower floor are of the usual early 
box type with small doors. 


Simplicity of form and detail are apparent through- 
out this lovely old church. In every detail one can 
observe good taste and careful and conscientious 
workmanship.

“A STAIR TOWER IN A REENTRANT ANGLE” 


A rich American traveling abroad was very much impressed 
with the staircases he saw in the French Chateaux country. 
He was particularly delighted with the staircases in the reentrant 
angles, which seemed to soften the abrupt intersection of the 
main masses of the building. Many of the staircases were open 
to the outer air, as at Blois. 

When he arrived in America he commissioned his architect 
to build a residence for him at Palm Beach, and the one feature 
that he insisted upon having incorporated in it was a staircase 
in a reentrant angle. The warm climate allowed the open type 
of staircase that had so impressed him.

“A CEMETERY GATEWAY” 


A great rich city is adorned with magnificent public buildings. 
Its streets are embellished with fountains and monuments. All 
the accessories of urban life, such as electric standards and sub- 
way stations, are well designed and in keeping with the spirit 
of beauty which is visible in the architecture of the entire city. 

It is now proposed to tear down the entrance of a cemetery, 
which dates from a previous utilitarian age, and to erect in its 
place a gateway in keeping with the architectural beauty of 
the city. 

A parkway, one hundred fifty feet wide, leads into the ceme- 
tery. The gateway will consist of one or two principal openings 
for the passage of vehicles and a minor opening or openings for 
pedestrians. In connection with the gateway there will be a 
small one-story building containing a waiting room, an admin- 
istrative office, a plan and record room, and toilets. 

The space occupied by the gateway and building shall not 
exceed 150’.0” in a dimension perpendicular to the avenue, or 
100’ 0” in depth.

“A POMPEIAN HOUSE” 


Situated on the Bay of Naples, flourishing in antiquity, was 
the town of Pompeii. It was a resort for the Roman Aristocracy 
and contained many beautiful homes. 

The houses were generally of one story. The plan consisted 
of several courts, generally on a central axis. These courts sur- 
rounded by colonnades or peristyles supporting the roof, gener- 
ally of wood and covered with tile, contained fountains, pools, 
statues, shrubbery and parterres. The principal rooms  sur- 
rounded them facing inward and were directly accessible from 
them. By this arrangement the maximum light and air was 
secured and absolute privacy was obtained. No doubt this plan 
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of house, as well as the system of decoration, had its origin 
in Greece. 

The front part of the house on the street contained shops or 
presented to the street a wall unbroken, except by the entrance. 

Personal luxury and ostentation are shown in the brilliant 
decorations of the walls and the expensive marbles and elaborate 
mosaics of the floors. The houses, as a rule, contained very few 
pieces of furniture. 

This problem calls for the study of the principal court of the 
house of a wealthy Pompeian. The court measures fifty feet in 
length and thirty feet in width, not including the surrounding 
colonnade or peristyles.
